AUTO TURNS OVER. 


Michael Collins, Former Po- 
liceman, Has Skull and 
Shoulder Fractured, Ear 
Nearly Cut Off, and Inter- 
nal Injuries From Accident 


at Third and Washington. 


John Wallace, 28 years old, a plumber, 
who lived at 1201 Purcell avenue, St. 
Louis County, was struck and instantly 


killed Tuesday morning at 8:30 o'clock 
by an automobile owned and driven by 
Otto P. Meyer of 6346 Waterman aveiue, 
vice-president of the Meyer’ Bros’. 
Drug Co. | 

Wallace was killed while crossing 
Euclid avenue at Delmar hou!evard. 
Meyer and John C. Vaugnan, an attor- 
ney, living at 5119 Von Versen avenue, 
his companion in the car, picked up 
the body and carried it into a drug store 
across the street. A physician pro- 
nounced Wallace dead. His head had 
struck the street pavement with great 
force after he was knocked down by 
by the machine. 

Meyer drove to the Newstead Avenue 
Police Station and surrendered. He gave 
@ common law bond for his appearance. 
The body of Wallace was taken to the 
morgue. 

Wallace was employed by the Kelso & 
Roden Plumbing Co., 6110 Page boule- 
vard, and had been working on a plumb- 
ing job at Berlin and Euclid avenues. 
Kelso ordered him to transfer to a job 
at 5610 Von Versen avenue. 

He had alighted from a Taylor car 
and stood beside the drug store at the 
gpoutheast corner waiting for the west- 
bound car. Seeing the street car ap- 
proaching he started, to run across the 
ptreet to catch it. 

“The accident was altogether un- 
avoidable,” ‘said Meyer to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “I was .driving 
straight east on Delmar, when I 
ptopped, seeing a car which I thought 
was one of the Taylor line that was 
going to turn across my path into 
Euclid avenue. 

“When I saw that it was not a 
Taylor car I started ahead, and this 
man ran out of the flower store ad- 
joining the drug store and made for 
the car to catch it. He ran directly 
into my fender when I was but a 
few feet beyond Euclid avenue.” 

The right fender of the automobile 
hit Wallace, knocking him down.

IN PRISON 37 YEARS, 
‘GETS PAROLE AT 58 


Wife and Daughter Vanished 
Judge and Prosecutor Dead, 
3 Jurors Live. ° 
WAUPUN, Wis., March 18.—EKaward 
Eckart of Pennsylvania was paroled to- 
day from the Wisconsin penitentiary 
after serving 87 years behind the bars. 
He was convicted of murder when 21 


years old; he comes out.of the prison 
at the age of 58 im splendid health and 
with a trade—that of a cook—which will 
permit him to earn a good livelihood. 

Eckart’s victim was Charles Peterson. 
The two were tramping ‘in . Wisconsin 
during the ckooantvaty cold.-winter of 
1875. In a quarrel over a camp fire near 
Jefferson, Peterson was killed and Eck- 
art was sentenced to life imprisonment 
for murder. He never admitted his 
guilt. : 

Eckart cannot leave Wisconsin, and 
his conduct must be exemplary in every 
way, otherwise his parole may be sum- 
marily revoked and he be returned to 
the penitentiary for the remainder of 
his days. 

The Judge who sentenced him and the 
District Attorney who prosecuted the 
case are dead, and only three of ‘the 
jurymen are living.

Mrs. Lucy Clarkson, 35 years old, who 
was sent to the city insane asylum at 
the instance of her husband, James 
Clarkson, 75, was released from the ‘in- 
stitution Monday after having been in- 
carcerated there for a month and a half.

by women neighbors, who were aided 
by President John H. Gundlach of the 
City Council. The latter interested him- 
self in the case after Mrs. Clarkson’s 
nelghbors had informed him that she 
was perfectly sane. 

Mrs. Clarkson was sent to the asylum 
Jan. 30 from the city hospital, where 
for a week she had heen detained in the 
observation ward. Dr. Shutt forwarded 
her to the asylum after her elderly hus- 
band had steted that. in his opinion, she 
was of unsound mind. 

Outrage, Say Neighbors. 

Six women living within a block of 
the Clarkson home, 4124 Lea place, who 
for several years have come in almost 
daily contact with Mrs. Clarkson, de- 
clare she is mentally sound and that her 
linprisonment with insane patients was 
En outrage. . 

Clarkson says he began believing his 
wife was insane in the early part of 
January, when, after she had discov- 
ered he had made a will leaving his 
property to their 14-year-old daughter, 
Nettie, and cutting her off with a dol- 
lar, she took him to task and de- 
manded that he change the will. 
he refused she became angry 
threatened to take their child away 
from him. The little girl for the. last 
six years has been living at the home 
of Mrs. Henry Schnelle, 4010 Lee ave- 
nue, where her father placed her after 
& quarrel with his young wife. 

Jan. 2% Mrs. Clarkson went to the 
Schnelle. home and demanded he: 
daughter. She caused a scene when 
"Mrs. Schnelle refused to give up the 
child and a policeman was called. Mrs. 
Clarkson was taken in a patrol wagon 
to the Angelica Street Station, where 
she became hysterical. | 

When the police were unable to quiet 
her they sent Mrs. Clarkson to the 
hospital. After the woman had spent 
several days in the observation ward 
weeping, the doctors sent for her hus- 
band. 

“Would Dance on His Grave.” 

Clarkson told the physicians his wife 
was insane, and when asked what evi- 
dence he had he told them his wife had 
been in the habit of getting up at 4 
o’clock on winter mornings and begin- 
ning the family wash while he was 
trying to sleep; that she opened the 
windows in the house, permitting him to 
catch cold; that she had sworn at him 
and had said that when he was dead 
she was going to dance in white shoes 
on his grave. 

On the unsupported testimony of the 
ezed husband and because Mrs. Clark- 
son was hysterical, the hospital staff 
sent her to the asylum. 

Mrs. Clarkson sent word to her neigh- 
bors that she was not insane, but that 
if she had to remain at the asylum and 
lizten to the shrieks of the inmates and 
watch their irresponsible antics she soon 
would go mad. 

Mrs. Edward Dammann of 4160 Lee av- 
enue, Mrs. Anna Krueger og 4134 Lea 
place, Mrs. Emma Heitz, a tenant of 
Clarkson's, and Mrs. Mary Blake of 4141 
Lea place, petitioned President Gundlach 
of the Council to order an investigation 
and later they, with -several other wom- 
en, appeared at the hospital and testi- 
fied before Dr. Shutt that Mrs. Clark- 
son was not insane and that she had not 
been treated fairly. 

Dr. Shutt reported to Dr. Johns, who 
ordered an investigation by a lunacy 
commission composed of experts. 

At his home Tuesday Clarkson, who 
is a Civil War veteran, and carries a 
ecar from a bullet wound suffered at the 
battle of Wilson’s Creek, where he 
fought under Gen. Lyons, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that in his opinion 
Mrs. Clarkson was insane and that he 
d'd not think she should have been re- 
leased from the asylum.

While dancing with her escort Miss 
Rackaway, the suit alleges, was tapped 
upon the shoulder by the floor manager 
snd led off the floor, greatly to her hu- 
miliation. When she appealed to Joseph 
Nathan, one of the defendants, for an 
explanation as to why she was not per- 
mitted? to dance he answered, so she 
rays, that her hair was dressed too con- 
spicuously. 

Miss Rdackaway says she suffered in- 
tense humillation and that one result of 
the incident has caused her to be very 
rervous. A great crowd, besides her im- 
mediate friends, witnessed the floor man- 
ager’s treatment of her, she says, and 
she was subjected to the inquiring gaze 
of everyone. The man, she says, is big 
ond muscular, while she is a frall young 
woman, and it is alleged that he “an- 
erily. rudely and insolently’’ led her 
away. 

Miss Rackaway lives at the home of 
her father, William J. Rackaway, 2919 
North Eleventh street. Her attorney 
says that when her father learned of 
the way sbe had been treated he was 
very indignant and declared he would 
spend all he had to see that she got 
justice. She has had photographs of her- 
self made, showing how her halfr was 
creased, which will be exhibited in court 
at the trial of the case.

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MOTHER IN TERROR 
OF SON IS RELIEVED 
ATNEWSHE'S DEAD 


Mrs. Mollie Pullum’s Boy Charles 
Mistreated Her for 10 Years, 
Took Her Money. 


“T am _ sorry for him,” said Mrs. 
Mollie Pullum, 5010 Blatr avenue, Tues- 
day, when she learned that her son, 
Charles Pullum, 32 years old, had killed 
himself and that his body had been 
found in a ravine in O’Fallon Park. 
Then in a choking voice the mother 
added: 

“But God pity me, I can’t help feeling 
relieved to know that he is dead. For 
ten years I have lived in terror of him.” 

The mother, 65 years old, gray haired 
and decrepit, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter a story of domestic tragedy 
wrought by an unnatural son. 

“IT had two sons,”’ she said; “this one 
who has_ killed himself and one now 
living in the West. My husband died 
Shortly .after this one was born. The 
one who is now In the West cared for 
me, supported me and loved me. But 
this one, Charles, drove him away. 

“When his brother was out of the 
way, Charles made a blight of my 
life. .He was a drunkard and abused 
me frightfully. ‘1 tried to make a 
living keeping boarders, but he 
drove the boardérs away as he had 
driven his brother away. 

“Three times he tried to kill himself 
in our’ home by taking gas. I saved 
him each time. One of these times his 
first act-.after regaining consciousness 
was to beat me.”’ 

“He was forever demanding money 
of me for drink. And to give him 
money I had to sacrifice everything 
else. The last time I saw him was 
two weeks ago. My rent was due, I 
had to have money for food, and at- 
tachments: had been issued against 
my household furniture in justice 
courts, 

“IT had worked hard to get some money 
together to meet these claims and had 
accumulated $3 on deposit in bank. 
Charlies learned of the money and de- 
manded the pass book. He frightened 
me and I let him have it. When 1 
gave him the pass book he seized an 
oil lamp from a table and hurled it at 
me. 

“He got the money from the bank and 
I heard nothing further from him unt! 
this morning the policeman came and 
told me he was dead. I will go to the 
morgue, claim his bedy-and bury it.” - 
Pullum’s body was found tn the O’Fal- 
lon Park ravine at daylight Tuesday. 
Near it was an empty carbolic acid bot-

This rank 
was bestowed upon her by the late Czar 
of Russia. She loves the sea and takes 
a practical interest in the welfare of 
sailors, and on a naval inspection makes 
such a thorough examination of the bat- 
tleships as to win the admiration of the 
naval experts. 

The Queen is a diplomat of a high or- 
der. Her voice always is for peace. 
She is the eldest daughter of the Grand 
Duke Constantine of Russia, who was 
a brother of the late Emperor Alexander 
Il. She was married to King George 
in 1867, when she was only 16 years old 


The religion of Russia is the religion 
of Greece. King George, by special ex 
emption, was permitted to adhere to the 
Protestant Lutheran religion, but his 
heirs and successors must be members 
of the Greek Orthodox church. The 
King’s son, Constantine, Duke of Sparta 
and Crown Prince of Greece, Was mar- 
ried several years ago to Princess So- 
phia, the aunt of the Emperor of Ger- 
many.

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CONSTRUE BRYAN 'S 
SPEECH FOR HIN 


Convinced Address to Illinois 
Assembly Favored Sher- 
man for Short U. S. Senate 
Term, Boeschenstein Men 
Think He urged Election of 


Two Democrats. 








By Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, ll, March 18.—Sec- 
retary of State William J. Bryan’s pres- 
ence in the Illinois capital today was 
attended by a big demonstration. 
Crowd sthronged the streets as Bryan. 
attended by Gov. Dunne, made his-way 
to the, capitol building. 

In the corridors Of ‘the’ capitol the peo- 
ple were so jammed that Bryan, nod- 
ding and shaking hands with hundreds 
6f people, fairly had to wedge his way 
to the hall where he addressed the joint 
assembly. 

The Cabinet member was still smiling 
and apparently-full of enthusiasm over 
the ovation accorded him, when intro- 
duced by Gov. Dunne to the joint as- 
sembly. 

In his address Mr. Bryan stated he 
had “a larger purpose in coming here 
than to participate in the senatorial 
deadlock.” 

He expressed his appreciation of the 
invitation of the Legislature. He com- 
plimented Gov. Dunne. He said: 

“Usually it is difficult enough for one 
public man to indorse after it is done 
what another has done. But I feel ! 


am so Well acquainted with his impulses, 


with his aspirations and with the prin- 
ciples that guide him that I can, with 
reasonable accuracy, foretell his conduct 
by a knowledge of what he has done 
when he has had to consider questions 
similar to those that‘ are’ yet -to -come 
before him, and I am glad, too, to come 
to address this Legislature at a time 
when progressivism has been triumph- 
ant throughout the land. 


On the Senatorship. 
“Some of you may have thought that 


my coming to Springfield had special 
reference to your senatorial situation,” 
he said. “If so, let me tell you that I 
had, what is to my mind, larger pur- 
pose in coming here than to participate 
in the senatorial election. And I am 
sure that when I say that you will not 
think that I am unmindful of the im- 
portance of your genatorial election. The 
election of one Senator is important be- 
cause there have been times when the 
vote of one Senator had determined a 
great question and those who are inter- 
ested in the carrying out of the present 
policies cannot be indifferent to the elec- 
tion of one Senator in any state. 

“In this State you have two Senators 
to elect and, therefore; your action on 
this subject is doubly important. When 
J] say that I have a larger purpose than 
participation in your sensatorial elec- 
tion, I only mean to say that however 
important your election may be that 
there are principles Which must govern 
not merely the election of Senators but 
the transactions , of. all, business, with 
which vou, as representatives of the 
people, may happen to be connected. 


‘And I am more interested in these 


fundamental principles than I amin any 
temporary application that may 


an individual for any office. 


No Secret Message. 
“T am going a step farther and say 


that I came with no secret messagé 
from the executive. The President rep- 
resents the ideal of publicity in politics, 
not the ideal of secrecy. 
that your chief executive, 
thought it advisable to speak on this 
subject thought it wise to speak to the 
public and put his views in writing. I 
had occasion to say not long ago to a 
man entering public life that the secret 
of success in public life is to have no 
secrets from the public and I am not 
inclined to withdraw that advice on re- 
flectio®. 

“And so, today, I have nothing to say 
to you in confidence as individuals that 
1 cannot say to you In such a way that 
you may not only hear but that the 
newspaper may report. My one hope is 
that they will not leave out a part of 
what I say and thus give an unfair un- 
derstanding. And when I savy that I 
mean no reflection upon the press. 

Compliments Reporters.

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ASSOCIATES HELD 


Some Are Indicted for Loaning 
Trust Company Cash to Con- 
cern in Receivership. 


By Associated Pregs. 
CINCINNATI, O., March 18.—George 


B. Cox, once a Republican bogs, former 
president of the defunct Cincinnat! 
Trust Co., two former officers of the 
company and eight members of the 
Board of Directors, were named in the 
sealed indictments returned by the 
Hamilton County grand jury. The en- 
velopes were opened by Common Pleas 
Judge Cosgrave today. 

One of the indictments in nine counts, 
charges the “misapplication’’ of $115,000 
of the ‘“ank’s money through alleged 
illegal loans to the Ford & Johnson 
Chair Co., now in the hands of re- 
celvers. 

The other, in five counts, charges the 
abstraction of a $352,500 note by three 
officers and six directors of the bank, 
with intcnt to injure and defraud the 
Cincinnati Trust Co. 

Those Indicted for Loans. 
Those against whom indictments were 
returned for allegec illegal loans to the 
Ford & Johnson Co., are: 
Cox, Charles H. Davis, Norman G. 
Kenan, James F. Heady, James M. 
Hutton, I. N. Miller, N. S. Keith and 
F. R. Williams. 

The following were indicted on the 
charge of abstracting the $352,500 
note: George B. Cox, J. A. Crawford, 
Charles H. Davis, David C. Edwards, 
James F. Heady, James M. Hutton, 
N. 8. Keith, F. R. Williams and O. V. 
Parrish. 

The indictment charging the ab- 
straction of the note alleges the men 
named in the indictment having con- 
trol of the funds of the company 
converted to their own use a promis- 
sory note of’ the trust company for 
$352,500, and that the men who were 
liable for the note, canceled it and 
entered it as paid in the company’s 
books when it had not been paid. 

Each of the nine counts of the in- 
dictment, charging misapplication of 
funds, relates to a separate loan to 
the Ford Johnson Chair Co., of which 
President Cox of the Trust company 
also was a director. The total 
amount of the nine loans was $115,- 
000. It also was claimed that the 
loans set out in the indictment com- 
prised only a part of those made to 
the chair company. 

All But Two in Court. 

All the defendants, except Heady, 
who is ill; and Hutton, who is out of 
the city, were in court when the in- 
dictments were read. 

August Herrmann, chairman of the 
National Baseball Commission, appedred 
at the courthouse with Cox and signed 
his bonds, $5000 for each indictment. 
If the defendants should. be found 
fuilty on all the charges, they may re- 
ceive a maximum fine of $10,000 and be 
sent to the penitentiary for 30 years. 
This was the second grand jury report 
on the affairs of the trust company. The 
former one reported Dec. 9 and returned 
indictments against Keith and Williams. 
The trust company was ‘capitaltzed at 
$500,000 and under the State laws could 
not legally loan more than $100,000 to any 
individual, firm or corporation.

POST-DISBPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY. March 18—The § St. 
Louis potice lobby was routed completely 
today when the Missouri Senate by a 
vote of 15 to 13 killed the Police Salary 
Increase bills which proposed to add 
$230,000 a year to the annua! St. Louis 
police budget and repeal that section of 
the home rule police bill, empowering 
the Municipal Assembly to fix the com- 
pensation and salaries of Police De- 
partment employes. 

The bill was opposed on the ground 
that it was unfair to St. Louis and 
for the further reason that if adopted, 
the Democratic pledge on home rule 
would have been repudiated. It lacked 
five votes of the constitutional major- 
{ty of 18 necessary to pass it.

Senator Wilson, of Platte County, 
who led the fight of the Democratic 
majority against tlie bill, said: 

“With five out of six St. Louis Sena- 
tors advocating the passage of the bill 
the matter was put squarely to the 
country members. The Senate, J think, 

is indebted to the Post-Dispatch for the 

vigor and courage of its fight on this 
measure. It was the Post-Dispatch 
which first suggested amending the 
Bates Business Men’s League bills*so as 
to place the salary-fixing authority in 
the hands of the Municipal Assembly 
and naturally it defended this provision 
with all its energy. 

Senator Kinney explained his vote 
with the statement that he had fol- 
lowed an opinion by Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Higgs that the police 
bill would not conflict with any clause 
in the home rule police law. Senator 
Cassidy called up the .bill for fina) 
passage and offered an amendment, 
said to have been written in the At- 
torney-General’s office. - 

Senator Brogan Explains. 

Senator Brogan said: ‘‘The Post-Dis- 
patch beat the police salary bill, 

“IT voted for it at the request of Sen- 
ator McClintic of Monroe County, 

‘whose brother-in-law is a patrolman in 
the Ninth District. Senator McClintic 
is a lawyer and I am not.” 

Senator Carter of Clark, attributed 
. the Gefeat of the bill to the persistent 
publicity of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Senate's refusal to pass the police 
 galary bill is considered remarkabie in 
view of the fact that the Municipal 
Corporations Committee, by a practical- 
ly unanimous vote, recommended it for 
passage. 

**. Senator Cassidy of St. Louis, after the 
vote was announced declared that the 
police had been “‘thrown down’’ by Sen- 
ators whom they had come to regard as 
their friends. Among these, he said, 
were Cain of Stoddard County § and 
Welch of Howell. 

“T had 20 votes for the police, or two 
more than was necessary, .early this 
morning,” said Cassidy. ‘When the 
votes were tabulated we were just seven 
short of that number. It was a sure 
ease of being double crossed.” 

The vote by which the bill failed of 
passage was reconsidered on motion of 
Senator Philips of St. Louis, seconded 
by Gardner of St. Louis County. It was 
moved that this motion lie on the table. 
which carried by a practically unani- 
mous yote, thereby preventing any matty 
ther consideration of the bill at this ses- 
sion of the Legislature.

DEATH AOS LE 
“INFRSTINTERVEN 


i New York Police Lieutenant, 
Condemned for the Rosen- 
thal Murder, Draws Vivid 


Picture of Those About 


Him and Describes Their 
Songs and Prayers. 


HIS BIBLE CLASS IN 
SESSION EACH NIGHT 


Tells of Mental Agony of 
Men He Sees Called to 
Death Chair — Expresses 
Confidence in a New Trial 
and Acquittal. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 18.—In a state- 
ment made for the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World, Charles’ Becker, 
“the little Czar’’ of the New 
York Police Department until the mur- 
der of Herman Rosenthal, the gambler, 
outlined some of the new evidence he 
will introduce should he succeed in get- 
ting a new trial, pleaded for his life 
and described his experiences in the 

death house at Sing Sing prison. 

Becker made the statement to Joseph 
A. Shay; his attorney, in the presence 
of another man. This is the first word 
for publication Becker has had to say 
of his éxperiences since he was placed 
in the shadow of the electric chair. He 
has hitherto persistently refused to dis- 
cuss the subject. 

While Becker was telling his story 
for the Post-Dispatch, relatives of John 
Mulraney, who was to have died for the 
murder of “‘Paddy the Priest’’ McBreen, 
had he not been reprieved, were sitting 
across the room. Mulraney’s mother was 
there, and several times Becker stopped 
in the telling of his story to express his 
sympathy for the old woman, who was 
shaking with sobs. 

Becker has been the friend of Mul- 
raney since he has been in Sing Sing 
and the pair often talked to each other. 

Reads Bible and Prays. 


“IT suppose you know that every pris- | 


oner in this place has a Bible in his 
cell,” Becker began. “When I first 
came here I was busy looking over some 
laws. After a week I found the time 
passed slowly at night, so I organized 
a Bible class. 

“Since that time we have had prayer 
meetings every night. It begins at 9 
o'clock and lasts until 10. We fread 
from the Bible each evening a certain 
amount. We have gone all through the 
Old Testament and we are now about to 
begin on: the New Testament. 

“All the men are interested in this 
work and they do everything they can 
to help it along. At the conclusion of 
the reading we sing hymns. As a con- 
clusion all the men join in and as one 
pray to Godto forgive them for their 
sins. 

“On nights when some of the company 
is to be led out through the (‘little 
green door,’ never to return the meet- 
ing begins at 7 o’clock and lasts until 
10. On these occasions the man about 

to be killed delivers a ‘sermon as best 
he can and hé prays to be forgiven. 
The others join with him. 

“We had a man here, an Italian, who 

had killed a fellow convict when in 
prison serving time for a less serious 
crime, who ‘looked as if he might’ have 
been a tramp. He was unkempt and 
apparently uneducated. On the night 
before he was executed he delivered a 
sermon on the wages of sin and prayed 
for the redemption of his soul. 
“TJ have never before heard such an 
eloquent talk. The men in the cells 
* around me were so touched by the ap- 
peal and fervid prayers of the Italian 
that some of them broke down and 
cried like babies. 


Touched yA Prisoner's Plea. 
“Y myself had been able to restrain my 


fedings unt! the Italian—a_ self-con- 
fessead murderer, a thug, a cut-throat 
of the lowest order—showed he had a 
spark of manhood left in him and said 
he had but one regret in dying, and 
that was that he should bring such a 
disgrace upgn his mother. 

“T buried my head in my hands and 
broke down. I wasn't able to think 
right for two days after that.

I have also 
read of the pleadings of the few who 
are said to lose théir nerve the day 
before their death. 


Telis of Bravery of Condemned. 
“T have seen four men pass to their 


death. Or rather, I have heard the foot- 
steps of them and their guards passing 
behind the screens. Three of these men 
in particular who were all killed one 
morning not long ago, walked about in 
their Cells up to the very last night 
before their execution with firm faces 
and an air of bravado. They even 
laughed ameng themselves and talked 
to the men across the way from them. 
“Can you imagine a man laughing 
when he knew that within 12 hours re 
would be no more?. Can you imagine a 
man singing when he knew such a ‘fate 
Was coming to him? Can you imagine 3. 
man doing anything but praying to 
God at such a time? 

“The song was not a true one. The 
man I heard sing was doing it uncon- 
sciously, I believe. It was dusk when 
I heard him; a half hour before he aad 
seen looking from his cell, anJ his face 
was calm. He was brave. 

“An hour later he was quiet. Three 
hours later the most of the cells had 
been darkened. From somewhere i2 
the direction of the office I heard « 
telephone bell tinkle. Then there came 
a sob. It wasn’'t.much. Just a sob 
from the throat of a man about to die 
who couldn’t keep it fn. After all ‘is 
bravado. After all his stoicism, he just 
couldn't strangle that seh. 

“All during that night and until the 
early hour the following morninx when 
they led him out to take his life, he 
tried to keep the sobs back. He

could hear him. Once or twice I know 
he had his face buried in the little pi'- 
low at the head of his cot.

Leslie Divided Smiles With

NEW YORK, March 18.—Broadway is 
weaving a fantastic background for the 
mystery that obscures the manner in 
which Frances Leslie, a show girl, died 
aboard the Oceanic last Saturday morn- 
ing just before the liner berthed at 
Southampton. She was found crumpled 
up in the lavatory. 

The local theory is wholly at vari- 
ance with that of the English officials 
and the United States Consul, who think 
the girl died naturally, of epilepsy or 
heart disease. The Coroner at South- 
ampton has adjourned his inquest until 
April 14, so that an analysis may, be 
made of the girl’s vital organs. 

The Leslie girl on March 7, the even- 
ing before the Oceanic sailed, dined with 
friends to whom she talked joyously of 
approaching departure for London. She 


the liner would be a man of whom her 
mother *was so much afraid—for the 
daughter's sake—that if Mrs. Schmitz 
knew of his presence she would never 
consent to her going. 

Friends Recall Jealousy. 

This man’s attitude toward the Leslie 
girl was inspired by jealousy, her friends 
assert. A second man, who provoked 
most of this jealousy, was a member 
of the dinner party on the eve of the 
sailing. What the first man may have 
learned of that farewell meeting during 
the voyage was a subject of spirited 
apeculation. 

When the Leslie girl was a member of 
the chorus of “‘The Follies of 1912,” the 
“jealous man’’ was a comedian in that 
company and there met the chorus girl 
for the first time. The second man 1s 
the proprietor of a Broadway cafe, with 
whom the girl had been on friendly 
terms for a much longer time. Between 
these two the girl seems to have divided 
her smiles. 

The Oceanic’s passengers, besides the 
Leslie girl, included Arthur Deagon, who 
had been with ‘‘The Follies of 1912: Ed- 
die Miller, Bessie Clifford. Maida Lane 
and a dozen others as well known. 

Anna Wilson had been selected. to sail 
on the Oceanic and she was booked. 
The substitution of Miss Leslie was 
made with so much secrecy that only 
four people, it is said, knew ofjit. These 
four were the chorus gir! herself, her 
Sponsor and the commissioned agents 
of the promoters. Not only did the 
Wilson girl not know of it until the 
very eve Of sailing, but her friends con- 
tinued in the expectation that she was 
to go until so late a time that when 
the Leslie girl got to her stateroom she 
found there flowers and steamer bas- 
kets galore addressed to the other. 

Mrs. Deagon Talks of Husband. 

Arthur Deagon has a country place 
at Freeport, L. I., where he lives with 
his wife and 14-year-old son. About a 
week before he sailed on the Oceanic, 
Mrs. Deagon gave birth to a baby girl. 

When a reporter called at the Deagon 
house, a nurse said that Mrs. Deagon 
was in a highly nervous state over the 
cabled reports of the Leslie girl’s death. 

In reply to oral and written ques- 
tions sent through the nurse Mrs. Dea- 
gon said that she knew nothing of Miss 
Leslie beyond the fact that she was a 
member of the same company as her 
husband, and denied that she had ever 
had any trouble with her husband over 
the Leslie girl.

INJUNCTION STOPS. 
SALE BY KIRKWOOD 
OF LIGHTING PLANT 


Judge McElhinney Temporarily 
Prohibits Action by Board of 
Aldermen. 


The efforts of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. through a sub- 
sidiary concern, the Suburban Electric 
Light and Power Co., to get control of 
the municipal electric light plant at 


Kirkwood, has been halted by an in- 
junction issued by Judge McElhinney at 
Clayton. A hearing will take place Sat- 
urday in Clayton to determine whether 
the restraining order shall be made per- 
manent. 

The injunction was asked Monday af- 
ternoon by the taxpayers of Kirkwood,‘ 
through Theodore Bopp and directs the 
Board of Aldermen and city officials of 
Kirkwood to cease negotiations to rat- 
|ify, confirm, or complete the proposed 
sale until the further order of the Court. 
Five of the eight Aldermen of Kirk- 
wood, who are defendants in the in- 
junction suit, passed a resolution Satur- 
day authorizing the sale of the munici- 
pal plant to the Suburban company. 

Mayor Matthews of Kirkwood, who 
has opposed the sale of the plant, has 
refused to sign the papers transferring 
the plant. He has threatened to send 
to jail any representatives of the Sub- 
urban Company who attempts to take 
charge of the plant. 


What Petition Charges 
In the petition asking an injunction 


to prevent the sale, the taxpayers state 
that: 

The sale of the light plant by a 
resolution is illegal, because it is an 
attempt of five aldermen to sell a 
public utility without submitting it 
to a vote of the people. she plant 
was established in 19800 by a vote of 
the people, in’ which a bond. issue 
was authorized. 

The sale will place the residents of 
Kirkwood at the mercy of a monop- 
oly and may result in preventing a 
decrease in the lighting rates. 

By the contract of sale an inde- 
finite franchise igs granted to the 
Suburban Company and its consum- 
mation would grant a franchise for 
more than 10 years without submit- 
ting it to a vote as required by 
ordinance. 

Certain of the Aldermen who sup- 
ported the resolution occupy close 
and friendly relations with officers 
of the Suburban Electric Light and 
Power Co., and have acted in the 
interest of that company instead of 
in the interest of the taxpayers of 
Kirkwood, in violation of their oath 
of office. 

The municipal plant is profit-mak- 
ing and an asset of great value to 
the taxpayers. 

The sale is contrary to public in- 
terest is seriously destructive of the 
rights of the taxpayers and is a 
breach of the trust reposed by the 
residents of Kirkwood in these Alder- 
men who voted for the resolution.

The meeting Saturday night at which 
the resolution authorizing the sale of the 
plant was adopted was the last meeting 
in the terms of the present Board of 
Aldermen. Four of the five Aldermen 
who voted for the resolution go out of 
office April 1 and are not candidates for 
re-election. Leet, who voted for the 
resolution, and the three Aldermen who 
voted against it hold over for another 
year. Four new Aldermen will be elect- 
ed April 8. 
Mayor Matthews holds over for an- 
other year. 
By the terms of the sale, the Suburban 
Blectrie Light and Power Co. is to 
pay $3000 in cash for the plant and as- 
sume $17,000 in bonds outstanding. The 
total bonded indebtedness of the plant 
is $32,000. If the sale should be com- 
pleted, the taxpayers of Kirkwood will 
have to pay $15,000 in outstanding bonds 
when they become due. 
The plant was established in 1900, and 
a bond issue of $17,000 was authorized, 
due in 2 years. A bond issue of 35000 
later was authorized for extending the 
plaht. <A further bond issue of $10,000 
was voted in 1911 for extensions and 
betterments, making a total of $32,000 
bonded indebtedness, 

Rates Were Reduced. 

The plant has resulted in better serv- 
ice and lower rates, according to the 
petition. A charge of 15 cents a killo- 
watt hour wag paid for lighting before 
the municipal plant was built, the peti- 
tion states. 
Since the Board of Public Works took 
charge of the plant a year ago the 
business has increased, the petition 
says, the service has been made better 
and the good will of the business has 
largely enhanced, and is an asset cf 
gieat value to the taxpayers. 
The Suburban Co. is the only com- 
petitor of the municipal plant, and the 
sale of the municipal works would place 
the taxpayers at the mercy of a monop- 
oly, according to the petition. 

Says Plant Is Dilapidated. 

Alderman A. J. Davis, who introduced 
the resolution and who has been active 
in advocating the sale of the municipal 
plant, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday that the Kirkwood plant is 
dilapidated and run down and that it 
cannot be extended op repaired to fur- 
nish adequate service. This, he insisted, 
is true, although $19,000 in bonds was 
authorized two years ago for repairs 
and betterment of the plant. He said 
that the money from the bonds has al- 
most all been spent and the plant is 
still out of date and has not the neces- 
gary equipment. 

He declared that if it is not sold it 
will be so inadequate within a year 
that it will be almost a total loss to 
the taxpayers and must be rebuilt. It 
cannot compete with larger companies 
in its present condition, he said. He

School Board Nominee Opposed 
Because “Cap” Troll Put 
Him on Ticket. 


August H. Kuhs, one of the Republican 
nominees on the bipartisan Board of 
Education ticket, was put on the ticket 
by “Cap” Troll, lid-club magnate. He 
was kept on the ticket by the influence 
of Troll and of George W. Riechmann, 
though there was a widespread protest 
both from Democrats and Républicans 
against him. 

For this reason, many Republicans and 
Democrats, as well as independent vote- 
rs, will scratch Kuhs at the election 
April 1. 

Under the bipartisan School Board 
ticket arrangement, Kuhs’ name will be 
on both the Democratic and Republican 
ballots. But anyone wishing to vote 
against Kuhs can scratch his name, and 
write beneath it the name of one of the 
Progressive candidates, 

Progressive Nominees. 

The Progressive party has nomi- 
nated for the Board of Education A. 
E. Moll, a buyer for a grocery com- 
pany; Dr. Louis E. Bunte of 3203 Sul- 
livan avenue, A. E. Dill, a dentist, 
John H. Uthoff, a real estate. man 
and Dr. William m. Badger. 

So far as is known, no question has 
been raised as to the fitness cf any 
of the Progressive nominees. bEut to 
overcome the vote that Kuhs’ position 
on the Democratic and Republican 
tickets will give him, it will probably 
be necessary for Kuhs’ onpen-nt to 
concentrate on one of tne Progressive 
nominees. 

The matter, it is believed, wll be 
taken up by the’ Municipal Voters’ 
League the Federation of tiood Cit- 
zenship and other civic orguniza- 
tions. 

Kuhs was formerly head salesman 
for the Obert Brewery. Two years ago 
he went into the real estate business. 
Troll brought about his nomination by 
the Republicans for the Board of Edu- 
cation, being aided by Riechmann. 

In the Democratic convention, George 
H. Moore protested against accepting 
Kuhs’ name for the bi-partisan ticket. 
He urged that the Republicans be asked 
to withdraw Kuhs and to_ substitute 
former Judge Hugo Muench. This mo- 
tion was lost, and the Democrats ac- 
cepted Kuhs’ name, along with that of 
Dr. Henry L. Wolfner, the other Re- 
publican selection. 

Those in both parties who oppose 
Kuhs declare his nomination violates 
the purpose of the bi-partisan arrange- 
ment, and that his election would be 
an unfortunate by-product of the new 
primary law, which leaves the nomina- 
tion of members of the School Board 
to party conventions. The Post-Dis- 
patch, at the time the primary law was 
drafted, editorially declared this. ar- 
rangement an unwise one. 

Dr. Bunte, one of the Progressive can- 
didates, was put on the ticket in place 
of H. W. Becker, secretary of the 
School Patrons’ Alliance, who refused 
to run.

Council Informs Sidener Objec- 
tion Will Be Made to 
Judge Miller. 





The trial of the members:of the Board 
of Education on the. charge of violating 
the State fire-escape law by failing to 
provide escapes on school buildings, 
which was set for Wednesday in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, will prob- 
ably be delayed by change of venue 
proceedings. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener received 
a letter Tuesday from E. M. Grossman, 
attorney for the board, stating that 
such a change would be applied for, *‘on 
account of the prejudice of the Judge.” 
The Judge referred to is Calvin N. Mil- 
ler of Division 1 of the court. 

Grossman said he wqld file affidavits 
Wednesday, charging prejudice on the 
Judge's part, and that, as this would 
keep the trial from being held on that 
day, Sidener might save himself the 
trouble of preparing for trial. Grossman 
said he would be glad to confer with 
Sidener as to the serection of a special 
judge to try the cases. 

Venue Change Seema Certain. 

Sidener said that, if the necessary af- 
fidavits were filed, the change would 
have to be granted. The affidavits must 
be sworn to individually by each mem- 
her of the board, and must state that, 
in the belief of that member, Judge Mil- 
ler is prejudiced against him personally, 
to such an extent that a fair trial could 
not be expected. 

“It is in line with the’ policy of the 
board throughout this matter,’’ said 
Sidener. “That policy has been one of 
delay and obstruction.” 

As a special judge, either Judge Ben 
Clark of Division 2 could be called, or an 
attorney could be designated, by agree- 
ment of both sides, to sit in the case.

He thinks this country 
is behind others in that respect.

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that the committee had reached the 
conclusion that only by the city as- 
suming the consequential damages 
would the crossings ever be abolished. 

He told the Council that, while the 
Supreme Court had decided in the 
Tower Grove erossing case that the city 
could compel the railroads to separate 
the grades, the railroads would oppose 
every attempt by the city to compel 
them to pay the entire cost. 

“We believe,’’ he said, “that it is 
better for the city to pay the conse- 
quential damages and have these. cross- 
ings made safe, than to continue hav- 
ing persons killed at them. The amount 
the city would have to pay in conse- 
quential damages would be little, if any 
more, than the litigation, which would 
Pesult from attempting to force the rail- 
roads to pay everything, would cost.” 

Delmar and Union Bills. 

Lehmberg had little difficulty 
getting the Tower Grove and Union 
avenue bills passed by the Council. 
The Delmar avenue crossing is in the 
committee in council but is expected to 
be reported out this week. 

The Union avenue bill was reported 
favorably by the House Committee on 
Railroads last Thursday and ‘passed 
by the House. The committee in its 
report declared that’ it did not wish 
to go on record as favoring the pay- 
ment of consequential damages by the 
city in all instances, and Chairman 
Roy Eilers of the committee told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he proba- 
bly would vote against a favorable 
report on the Tower Grove bill, as 
he believed the cost which the city 
would be required to meet, would be 
very great. ede said, however,, that 
he expected the committee would over- 
rule him and report the bill favora- 
bly. 

Four of Seven Favor Report, 

Four of the seven members of 
Fillers’ committee have declared 
their intention of voting for a favor- 
able report. A public hearing on the 
bill was scheduled for Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, and the report of the com- 
mittee probably will be made Tues- 
day night, at which time the bill can 
be passed.

Congressman, Governor and 
Senator in 15 Days, Considers 
Brazil Ambassadorship. 


WASHINGTON, March i18.—Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson of Arkansas can 
be next Ambassador to Brazil if he 
wants the place. While. no formal 
tender of the post has been made to 
Senator Robinson by President WH- 
son, it is known that the junior Sen- 
ator from Arkansas has received as- 
surances that he can represent this 
country in Brazil if he will accept. 

“I expect to remain in the Senate 
until my term expires,” he sad. 

Close friends of the Senator in 
Washington say that he has. taken 
the matter under careful considera- 
tion and may accept the tender when 
it is made officially. 

Senator Robinson bears the intdne 
distinction of having served as a 
member of the House, Governor of nis 
State and Senator-elect, all in a 
period of less than 15 days. He was 
elected for the full term in the Sen- 
ate beginning March 4 of this year 
to succeed the late Senator Jeff Davis.

Ohio Legislator Would Have a 
Commission to Regulate 
Women’s Wearing Apparel. 
COLUMBUS, O., March 17.—Declaring 
that the immodesty of the attire of 
women is the cause of “a great wave 
ef immorality now sweeping over the 
country,” Representative Louis H. Cap- 
pelle of Cincinnati, introduced a bill in 
the Legislature providing for a commiis- 
sion of three to “‘prescribe the fashions 
to be worn by women in the State of 

Ohijio.”’ 

The proposed commission would. be 
compelled to fix limits on the decollette 
dresses, so that “not more than two 
inches of neck, below the chin, shall be 
uncovered.”’ 

Another clause of the measure pro- 
vides “that transparent. stockings shall 
not be displayed or worn in public 
places.,”’ 

Another provision states “it shall be 
unlawful to display or wear any outer 
garment trimmed or combined with 
lace, insertion, or any kind of em- 
broidery mesh or net through which 
the color texture of the skin may be 
distinguished without having the ‘ace 
oro nsparent material backed 
with opaque terial.”’ 

The bill goes /so far as to prohibit 
department stofes from displaying un- 
draped artificial’ figuree. The Dill 
makes a violation of the law punish- 
able by a fine of not less than $3.

The memorial association raised $25,000, 
of which $5000 was contributed by resi- 
dents of this town and the rest by a 
number of wealthy men, many of whom 
came here today for the dedication. 

The manse is a two-story structure 
set back from the road behind two big 
elms. The association intends to paint 
it white with green trimming and other- 
wise restore it to the condition when 
occupied by the Cleveland family. 

On the adjoining lot a memorial 
library will be erected. Andrew Car- 
negie has promised $7500 for this build-

drafts and bills of exchange involving 
more than $300,000 and perhaps several! 
times that amount. 

The two members of the firm, father 


‘and son, with the two daughters of the 


elder man, disappeared Thursday night 
after representatives of the banks had 
learned that cases on the Fabre Line 
dock, offered as security against any 
loss through drafts cashed by the banks, 
contained refuse of no value, instead 
of 200 pounds of human hair worth 
from $8 to $8.75 a pound.

It was 
the refusal of the former bank to accept

JOINT CONTROL OF 


CHILDREN PROVIDED 
THROUGH NEW LAW 


Bill Passed in Missouri Gives to 
Wife, Who Had No Rights, 
Same Standing as Husband.

FERSON CITY, Mareh 18—A bill by 


Senator Phillips of St. Louis giving 
to married women equal rights. with 
their husbands to the custody and con- 
trol of the persons of their minorr ¢éhil- 
dren, their wages and earnings and the 
management of their estates, has passed 
both houses of the Legislature and will 
be sent to Gov. Major for his signa- 
ture tomorrow. Under the proposed law 
a married woman may also qualify to 
act as guardian or curator of a minor 
child. 

Senator Phillips introduced the mea- 


sure at the request of Mrs. Eugene 
Marrsh of Webster Groves, St. Louis 
County. 

‘Mrs. Marsh,” said Phillips to the 


Post-Dispatch correspondént, ‘was 
moved to urge the bill by the specta- 
cle of a drunken husband squandering 
the earnings of his children and leav- 
ing the wife in absolutely destitute cir- 
cumstances. 

Finds Law Is Inadequate. 

“On looking up the subject, Mrs. 
Marsh discovered there was no law to 
prevent the father of a family from 
taking absolute possession of-his chil- 
dren’s wages. Lawyers have had their 
attention called to this important de- 
fect in our administrative statutes 
again and again, but for some reason 
legislatures heretofore have hesitated to 
enact remedial legislation. I think the 
bill, which both Houses approved by an 
overwhelming vote, will do much to re- 
lieve many abuses arising under the 
existing statutes. I am certain the 
Governor will sign .the bill.”’ 

“The chief feature of the bill placing 
the husband and wife on an equal foot- 
ing is as follows; 

“In all cases not otherwise provided 
for by law, the father and mother, with 
equal powers, rights and duties, while 
living, and in case of the death of either 
parent, thé survivor, or when there shall 
be no lawful father then the mother, if 
living, shad) be the natural guardian and 
curator of tineir children, and haye the 
custody and cure of their persons, edu- 
cation and estates; and when such es- 
tate is not derived from the parents act- 
ing as guardian’ and curator, such par- 
ents shall give security and account as 
other guardians and curators, and if 
such parents shall refuse or neglect to 
give such bond the Probate Court, or 
Judge in vacation, shall appoint some 
competent .person as curator to take 
charge of and manage such property. 

May Collect Minors’ Earnings. 

“The parents of such minor child or 
children, acting as such natural guardian 
and curator, shall be entitled to receive 
and collect earnings of such minors un- 
til they reach their majority, and be 
liable for their support to the extent of 
such earnings; provided, that this act 
shall n be so construed as to exempt 
the father of such minors from liability 
for the support of his children.” 

Under section 5 the husband and wife 
Titving apart are entitled to an adjudi- 
cation of the Circuit Court as to their 
powers, rights and duties in respect to 
the management and control of ‘the 
earnings or property of their minor 
children.

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THE EXTRA SESSION’S WORK. 

President Wilson's call for an extra session of 
Congress for April 7 is the first step toward the 
fulfillment of Democratic pledges. 

Not until the expected special message of the 
President is issued will the public know precisely 
the scope of the work the President wants to be 
done in the extra session, nor the President’s spe- 
cific program of tariff reform. There is a hint 
that the President will recommend curreney legis- 
lation, the necessity for which is pressing, but 
that Congress will avoid complicating tariff re- 
vision with much other legislative work. 

There seems to be harmony between. Chairman 
Underwood, arid the President on the tariff ae 
gram and the bill now being prepared by the” 
Ways and Means Committee doubtless will con- 
form to the President’s wishes. 

President Wilson’s utterances indicate that he 
will urge substantial reductions of tariff sched- 
ules, but not sweepingly radical measures. Al- 
though affirming repeatedly that the ultimate end 
in view is a tariff for revenue with every vestige 
of privilege destroyed, he has assured the country 
that he does not believe in destructive measures. 
He believes in giving business a chance to ad- 
just itself to changes and has warned business 
that it must finally adjust itself to the revenue

basis.

with. It expects real revision downward with the 
repudiation of the protective principle wherever 
it can be done safely.

WILL COUNCIL LEGALIZE BAD SERVICE? 

The Council may as well defeat the street car 
bill a second time as to amend it to allow the com- 
pany 32 months in which to put on the New cars. 
Such a measure would be worse than nothing. 

The company could add 330 cars in 32 months 
without increasing its service. In the three years 
from 1908 to 1911 the increase in passengers car- 
ried was 14 per cent, and in the same time the 
increase in car mileage was 7 per cent, just half 
what it should have been. In round numbers 
tRere was an increase of 41,000,000 passengers and 
but 2,500,000 in mileage, when there should have 
been an increase of 5,000,000 in mileage. Increased 
mileage Means more cars. 

The normal decay of the service in 32 months 
would offset the addition of 330 new cars and 
leave the service more inadequate than it is now, 
when the 32 months increase in passengers is con- 
sidered. Based on past experience the increase in 
passengers in 32 months would be about 12 per 
cent. - | 

In 1911 the company ‘‘added” 387 cars, but de- 
creased its trips by 80,662, which means that the 
new stock was absorbed, or offset by decay. 
‘Unless the new cars are added with reasonable 
promptness they will mean nothing to the city. 
An ordinance allowing 32 months instead of 16 
would merely legalize bad service.

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AN AXLESS POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

No Adlai stevenson or other type of fourth as- 
sistant in, the Postoffice Department will be in- 
vited to get his ax under the present administra- 
tion. 

The 39,000 fourth-class postoffices placed in the 
classified service during the closing weeks of Mr. 
Taft will be permitted to remain there. As vVa- 
cancies occur in these offices, they will be filled 
under the rules_of the reformed civil se. vice. 
Three names wil? be certified far each office after 
competitive examination by the Civil Service Com- 
mission and from-the three the Postoffice Depart- 
ment will select the incumbent. 

Under the Taft order no inquiry into the quali- 
fications of those now holding fourth-class offices 
was required. Postmaster-General A. 8S. Burleson 
properly rules that present incumbents should not 
be relieved of a test which al! their successors 
will have to undergo. Present postmasters in 
fourth-class offices must take their chances before 
the commission along with other aspirants. 

Instead of asking President Wilson to revoke 
the order, Mr. Burleson favors its extension to 
third-class and second-clags postmasters. “I am 
most emphatically opposed to running the depart- 
ment for spoilsmen,” he says. His attitude is 
gratifying. Prior extension of the civil service 
principle had left the postoffice as the chief re- 
ward for party service. With all postoffices in- 
cluded, the problem of the Republican party in 
the South would solve itself. The demoralizing 
influence of patronage corruption in all parts of 
the country would be minimized. Federal ma- 
chines would fall to pieces for lack of support.

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JULIAN HAWTHORNE’S CONVICTION. 
After a protracted and costly trial, Julian Haw- 
thorne has been sentenced to a year in jail for 
swindles in which $600,000 was taken from a trust- 
ing public, 

“The traits of the Hawthorne family,” says a 
biographical sketch of 40 years ago, “are a stern 
probity and truthfulness,” Of the grandfather 
skipper who capitalized the perils of the sea for 
a modest living and died early, the statement is 
certainly true. Of Julian's father, Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, who has been called the “rarest genius 
America has given to literature,” {t was cer- 
tainly true, though he wrote his publisher in his 
closing years, “I need a great deal of money; I 
suppose I shall keep on wanting money to the end 
of my days.” A “great deal of money” in the view 
of Nathaniel, who was troubled when his expenses 
began to eat fnto the third thousand of annua! fn- 
come, was very different, however, from “a great 
deal of money” in the view of a promoter or a 
“best book” writer of the present day, The au- 
thor of “Scarlet Letter,” a study in the workings 
of eonsciénee which nobody could have written 
who wad not the possessor of a New Wngland 
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| cation and honor. He even resented ‘publishers’ 
dévices to sell books. 

Much of Julian’s life has been spent in capi- 
talizing an illustrious tame,’ with greater peril 
ashore than grandfather encountered at sea. How- 
ever, he was the author of a novel that won a 
$10,000 newspaper prize in New York in 1896 and 
of 27 other works of fiction. It is impossible not 
tc feel compassion for him in his trouble, though

Itis tm- 
possible to pay taxes on property which cannot 
be rented, and !f our city cannot relieve such 
conditions I would at least ask for the favor 
that: the city buy up such places for parks, bath 
houses, etc. By doing so they would save such 
owners a lot of worry and useless expense. It 
would be first-class for parks, as the sewer fur- 
nishes sufficient fertilizer for the shrubbery tn 
the parks, and the other expenses would be to 
use iron benches, so they would not float away.
